Do the two Democratic candidates, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and James M. 
Curley, really believe that they can con- 
tinue to fool the American people in| 
another election? They have been run- 
ning their campaigns for election in the 
same way that they have been running 
the public business for the past few 
years: one with smirking declarations 
that his four years’ regime has meant a 
Paradise for the United States, the 
other with the same kind of off-color 
methods that have characterized his 
entire conduct of the state government, 

‘There is one point on which both have 
harped, and it is probably the most im- 
portant human issue in the whole cam- 
paign. They both are waging their 
fights on assertions that they have 
helped the jobless, whereas actually all 
they have done is help the jobless stay 
jobless. Four years ago the Democratic 
party promised to rid the nation of un- 
employment; today there is still as 
much unemployment as there was when 
that promise was made, Billions have 
been spent; millions remain out of work.

cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater 
pillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and | 
brown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law | 
If a property owner fails to dstroy such | 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the | 
city or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 
The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 

the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote, They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees, | 
|

but also on house walls, stone walls, fences | 
and in rubbish heaps, ete. Trees in which 
cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or} 
cemented. This is important. The present 
and future cost of combating this insect can 
be greatly reduced by cutting and burning 
worthless brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well-cared for are more valuable to the 
property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be 
cut from the trees, carefully collected and 
burned in a stove or furnace, 

Full instructions as to the best methods of 
work against the moths may be obtained 


from the Local Superintendent, James Buss, 
or from the State Forester, Room 519, 
State House, Boston, Mass. 

Work done by contractors should be in 
spected and approved by Local Superin 
tendent before payment for the same is made

Homer Exhibition A 


The climax of a series of New England ex- 
hibitions commemorating the hundredth an 
niversary of the birth of Winslow Homer is | 
now being held at the Addison Gallery. There 
is a standard of quality in this selection of 
water colors, prints and drawings which | 
would be difficult to equal, During the past 
six months, other exhibitions of Winslow 
Homer's work have taken place at Phila | 
delphia, Chicago, Boston, Cambridge, and 
Prout’s Neck, Maine, where the artist spent 
the last years of his life. In December, the 
Whitney Museum in New York will hold a| 
comprehensive exhibition of his work and a| 
number of the paintings in the present exhi- | 
bition will be included. 

The arrangement of the exhibition at An 
dover shows clearly the development of the 
artist from his boyhood to maturity. Win 
slow Homer, born in Boston in 1836, we 
sent when a young man to the Civil War ¢ 
an illustrator for Harper’s Weekly. Many of 
these illustrations which are on exhibition 
here record a side of the Civil War seldom 
dwelt upon in history books: soldiers, pausing 
between battles for a light-hearted game of
